May it pleaſe therefore your moſt Iiluftrious Great- 
neſſe to underſtand that the 19. of Fanuary 1645. 1 was diſ- 
courling with two Antagoniſts, and were at leaſt two houres 
and a halfe together, ſpeaking of the tranſgreſſions of Chriſti- 
ans, concerning that which was forbidden in As 15. & 21. 
V Chap. corporall and politicke, and of our obedience to the 
higher power, to wit, the Emperour, Rom. 13. 1. Dan. 2. 4., 536.

22,23, 24,25. Of the calling and converſion of the Fewes; 
of the rebuilding of Feruſulem and of Canaan ; and of the 
great Beaſt, the laſt Antichriſt, ſonne of perdition ; and of the 
falſe Prophet, 2 Theſ. 2, 3. Revel. 13..And of the moſt glorious 
Reign of Jeſus. Chriſt wich his Saints. a thouſand yeares here 
upon Earth ; Bat their objc&ions were erronious, and all falſe 
and contrary to the word of God; and they ſaid it was afolly . 
to beleeve in all thoſe-points ( the which are of ſo great con- 
ſequence, and profitable to be knowne of all men ) that I pro- 
pounded.to them, and made a mocke: 1 ſhewed them alſo a 
Booke, called The Annuntiatio Pacifique to all the Princes in Eu- 
rope. Printed in High German. 1 640. 

The which I ſhewed heretofore to your I1lufſtrious Great- 
neſie, which you did then well approve of for good , becauſe 
It was.grounded and taken out of the word of God; and. they 
fleighted it ; I beſeech the Lord to convert them. ; Therefore to 
ſhew .. 
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-*" ſtew you that they are no fooleries, nor phanſies : and that we 

ought not to makethe word of God a noſe of wax, to turne 
here and there which way wee pleaſe,as men doe in theſe dayes; 
and as the reformed Lutherans pretend, and other ſets ; May 
it pleaſe your 1lluſtrious Greatneſle, to behold and marke the 
Order of the foure Monarchies and Empires, that it hath plea- 
ſed the Lord to eſtabliſh upon the face of the Earth ; according 
to their Order contained in the holy Scripture. 

1. King Nebuchodonoſor was the firſt Monarch pofleſſing and 
governing the whole univerſall world ; he was King of Baby- 
lon, the chiefe Citie of the'Chaldeans, and of Ninzve, the chiecfe 
Citie of the Aſſyrians; Hee and his children are the head of 
Gold, Dan. 2.32. Thou, O King, art a King of Kings, for the 
'God of heaven hath given thee a kingdome,power and ſtrength 
' and glory, and whereſoever the Children of mien dwell, the 

beaſts of the field, and the fowles of heaven hath he given into 
-thine hand, and hath made thee Ruler over them all ; thou art 
this head of Gold, Dan. 3. 37, 38. & 4.17, 18, 19. & 5.18. 19. 
This firſt Monarchy in the viſion of the Prophet, is repreſented 
in the forme ofa Lyon, with the wings of an Eagle, which is 
the fi: ſt Beaſt, Dan. 7. 4. Fer. 25. 27.. 2 Chron. 36. Fer. 31.52. 
And after thee ſhall ariſe another kingdome, inferior ts thee of ſilver, 
Dan. 2. 39. 2 King. 25. 2 Chron. 36. Jer. 31.52. 

Daniel propheſied to Belſhazzar King ot the Babylonians, that 
he ſhould be deprived of his kingdome by the Meades and Perſi- 
ans, Dan.s,, 1. to the 3o. The ſaid King was in the ſame night ſlaine, 
verſ. 30. And fo thefirſt Beaſt and Monarchy end:d the ſeven- 
teenth yeare of Belſhazzar ſonne of Nebuchodono or 

2. Cyrus King of the Meads and Perſftuns tooke the Towne of 
Babylon, and all Chaldea and Aſſyria ; he and his children are the 
{ſecond Monarchy ; they are repreſented unto us by the brea?? 
and armes of {ilver, Dan. 2.32. Which is the ſecond Beaſt likes - 
ned to a devouring Beare, Dan. 7. 5. > bi 
3. Alexander the Great, Sonne of Philip King of Macedon and 
- of Greece ; hee revolted againſt Darius King of the Monarchy of 
the Meads and Perſians, gained one Batte]] over the, Perſtans, 
rooke the Towne of Thebes, and made himſelfe Maſter of 1/yri- 
«s and Triballus ; Marched with his Armie irito Afia; made 
B22  himſelfe 


C4) . 
himſclfe Maſter of the Townes of Sardes, Miletum., and Hulli- 
carzaſe ; diſcomfited Darius , King of the Perſians the ſecond 
time; hee tooke alſo the wite of Darixs, and his Mother , and. 
his two Daughters, leading them Captives : the faid Alexander 
the Great, diſcomfited Darixs the third time, the Jaſt King of 
the Monarchy of the Perſians and Meads, neare to Darbella; the 
ſaid King Darius thinking to fly to the Mountains of the Meads 
was killed by Beſſo. Alexander the Great, tooke the great Cities 
of Babylon, Suſan, and the Royall Cirie of Perſepolim : the ſaid 
Alexander Sonne of Philip King of Macedon, after that he had de- 
feated and {Jaine the aforeſaid Darizs neare Darbella ; he reigned. 
and was the third Monarch in his place; having before reigned 
in Greece ; he made many warrcs, and conquered many ſtrong 
holds, and put to death the Kings of the Earth ; hee paſſed to 
the ends of the Earth, and tooke ſpoyles of many Nations, 
of the Gentiles ; And the Earth was quiet before him ; and his 
heart was lifted up with pride ; hee gathered a mighty ftrong 
Hoſt; and he ruled over many Nations ; Countrys,and Kings, 
_ weretributarics unto him ; ſo that he was the third King and 
Monarch, and was repreſented by the belly & thighs of Braſle, 
Dan. 2.32. Which is the third Beaſt like unto a Leopard that 
had upon his backe foure wings, which ſignified great ſwift- 
nefſe, to ſpoyle and deſtroy,Dan. 7. 6. | 

The time of his end drawing nigh, being ſicke in bed, and 
knowing that he ſhould dye ; Then he called all his ſervants 
the moſt honorable, that had been brought up with him from 
his youth, and partcd his kingdome unto them while he was 
living. And Alexander reigned twelve yeares, and then dyed, 
and his ſervants enjoyed the kingdome every one in his place, 
and were crowned after his death, and their ſonnes after them 
for many yeares ; and troubles were then increaſed upon the 
earth. 1 Machabees, 1, 2, 3,4, 5. to10. The ſaid Alexander poſ- 
ſeſſed himſelfe in his life time of all the Monarchy Kingdome 
of the Perſignsand Meads,according to that Prophecie of Daniel, 
8. Chap. 1, 2,3,45, 6,7,8. And thus ended the Greeke Mo- 
narchy. | | 

In the yeare of the Creation of the world 3903. and of the 
foundation of the Citie of Rome 691. and ſixty yeares before 


the

gicmtivity of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chrift, neare about- 
-which time Auguſtus the Emperour was borne, and Marcus Tul-- 
lius Cicero was Conſull, then the Romaine Monarchy, which 
{ is thefonrth, according to the Propheſie of Daniel in his decla- 
+ ration of King Nebuchodonoſors Dreame, 2 Dan. 7. to wit, is the 
' great Statue and Image in the 2 Dan. and of foure Beaſts in the 
7. chap. The Ifage in the viſion was compoſed of foure Mate- 
rialls, tg wit, the head of pure fine gold; the breaſt and armesx 
of {ilver, the belly and thighs of Brafſe (C which is paſt )) in like 
manner the three divers Beaſts, that is, Lyon, Beare, and Leo- 
; pard; the which have been the three firſt Monarchies,as thoſe of 
5 of Aſſyria, Perſia, and Greece. | 
4. Now followeth the fourth Beaſt, dreadfull and terrible, 
and very ftrong,puts himſelte forward in ſight,which is to ſay, 
- | -_. the kingdome and Manarchy of the Romans ; ſhee had great 
Iron teeth, and did eate, ſpoyle, and deſtroy, and tread under- 
fout the reft. This is the fourth Beaſt, which is the fourth Mo- 
narchy upon the Univerſe, ſtronger then all the kingdomes ; 
ſhee ſhall devoure and trample upon the Earth, and braiſe and 
overcome. The which began and was done by Pornpius Magnus, 
with his Iron teeth, and nayles, and claws of braffſe, dread- 
fully and terribly ; for he obtained three triumphant viories 
in three ſeverall places and parts of the world ; the which no 
King of the Romans, nor DiQator or Con{ull ever did before 
him, for he diſcomfited the mighty King Mithridate, that Ra- 
led over two andtwenty Kingdomes, Nations, and tongues ; - 
and tooke all his Kingdomes and Provinces from him,and ſub- 
jefted them to the Remans, Likewiſe the ſaid Pompius forced. 
King Tigranes tocalt his crowne downe at his feetez hee tooke 
from him Syria and Phenice ; he vanquiſhed the ewo mighty 
' Kings of Dalbanie and Dibere, Reducing them under the power 
of the Remans: he brought into ſub;eftion. the mighty King- 
domes, Provinces, and Lani of Armenia, Papblagonia, Ttarios, and 
thoſe of Arabia. In the yeare 691. of the foundation- of Rome, 
hee tooke all Judea, and the Citie of Feruſatem ; he brake downe 
the walls thereof, and flew 22050. ewes, as Joſephus recites ; 
that he went into the moſt holicſt place, before which no man 
ever centred, neither could; except it was the high Prieſt once a 
yEarez 


yeare; where he ſaw that. that uo man cver ſaw before": 


that he ſhould not weare the Royall Crowne, as Foſepius in 
20. Booke Chap. 18, And about this time Joſephus in his fourth 
Booke of Antiquities, writes, that the Fewes loſt their liberties, 
and were brought in ſubjc&ion, and inade Tribntaries to the 
Emperour, and Roman people, giving them yearely ten thou. 
ſand tallents of Gold. | 
Moreover, he brought not onely into ſubjeftion Jeruſalem, 
and all Judea, Paleſtine, and Syria, but alſo Cappadocia, Meſopota- 
mia, Cilicia, Mede and Perſia, Cholcos and Pontum ; hee marched 
throughout all A/ia , and became Maſter of all the Eaſt ; The 
Parthians delired amity, and were in league with the Romans ; 
hee overcame alſo the Mmdians: In ſhort , he became Lord and 
Governour of the whole Earth ; having overcome 22. Kings, 
and took goo. great and mighty rich Cities,and above a 1000. 
Caſtles and Forts ; hee became Mafter of the Sea, and defea- 
.red above 800. Ships, and cleared the Sea of theeveg and Pi- 
rates; as you may ſee in Naucleys Gen. 62. Booke. The fourth 
Beaſt then without forme was very terrible and dreadfull, and 
exceeding ſtrong; as hath been mentioned before , Dan, 7. 7. 
And this Monarchy is repreſented unto us by the legs of Tron, 
and the feet, part of iron, and part of clay, Dan. 2.33. This is 
the fourth Beaſt without forme, and is the fourth Monarchy & 
-Roman Empire unto this preſent day ; So that theſe foure a- 
foreſaid great Beaſts differing one Goes another, figure out 


. foure great Empires differing, which ſhould rule.in the world ; 


they are foure Kings and Monarchs that ſhall ariſe out of the 


Earth, Dan. 7. 17. The fourth Beaſt ſhall be the foyrth King- 
dome upon Earth, which ſhall differ from all Kingdomes, and ' 


ſhall devoure the whole Earth , and ſhall tread it downe, and 
breake it in picces, Dan. 7. 23. So then the Kings, Beaſts, Mo- 
narchies ſucceeding one after another, and overcoming one 
another, as hath before been ſhewed. ay it pleaſe your 11Ju- 


{trious Excellency and Greatnefle, to reade wirh paticnce theſe.

the face of the whole carth, under the power of the aforetaid 
foure Kings and Monarchs, upon paine to thoſe that relift to 
be exterminated by plague, warre, and famine ; But thoſe that 
obey the Ordinance of God, and the higher power  fhall be 
bleſſed, and their lives ſhall be prolonged, | 

Now the Great and Almighty good and wiſe God, hath gi- 
ven his onely and well-beloved Sonne Jeſus Chriſt, all power 
in heaven and earth, Matth. 28. 18. 7obn 17. 2. Heb. 2.8. Dan.7. 

This Jeſus Chriſt our Soveraigne Lord, 
would that all perſons in the univerſall world, ſhould be ſub- 
je& to the higher Power;vis. the Emperour his Vicar and Liey- 
tenant upon Earth in Civill and Politique matters, not onely 
for wrath,but for Conſcience ſake,in that which is not againſt 
God, Rom. 13.1.5. And that they ſhould givetribute to whom 
it is due , as the Apoſtle teacheth us, ſaying ; Put them in mine to 
be ſubject to principalities aud prwers, to obey Magiſtrates, to be ready 
to every good wor ke, Titus 3. 1. Submit your ſelves to every Ordi- 
nance of man for the Lords ſake, 1 Pet. 2.13. Now the better to 
underſtand this word, the kigker Power, we ſhall finde it in Luke 
23. T. where we finde that all the world was ſabje&t to Ceſar 
Auguſtus, and ſo conſequently cvery ſoule living upon the face 
of the earth, ought to be ſubje& to the Emperour, and to his 
ſucceſſors ; and to pay him Tribute, as Jeſus Chriſt commands 
us, ſaying 3 Render therefore to Ceſar the things that are Ceſars, 
and to God the things that are Gods, Matth.22. 21. & 17. 24, 25,26, 
27, Marke 12. 16, 17. Aﬀts 15.37. But the vulgar and com-. 
mon-people ſay, That the Emperour by: the command of the 
Pope, and his Internall frogges the Jeſuits and falte Prophets - 
perſecute religions, and would force the Conſciences. There- 
fore the Kings, Princes, people end Naticns, ſabordinate, 
reſt him with Swords, Muſquets, Pikes, and Piftolls , Ord- 
nances, and other warlike + hg ; to maintaine the .Li- 
berty of the Goſpel, and of their Conlſciences, Now I ſhall An-: 
ſwer to both theſe. If Ceſar doe perſecute the profeſſors of the 
Goſpe], or Religions ; hee doth exceeding ill in it, and againſt 
the Commandement of God,.znd of Chrif, when he ſaith; 
The

in his field : But white men ſlept , bis en.my came and ſowed tares a-

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likened to a man which ſowed good ſeed 


mong tbe wheat, and went his way : But when the blade was ſprung 
up, and brought forth frultt, then appeared the tares alſo : $0 the ſer- 
wants of the bouſbolder came and ſaid unto him; Sir, Diddeft not thou 
ſow good feed in thy field ; from whence then bath it tares ? He ſaid 
unto them, an enemy bath done this : The ſervants ſaid unto him, wilt 
thou then that wee goe and gather them up © But he ſaid nay ; l-aſt 
while yee gather up the tares, yee root up alſo the wheat with them ; 
let both grow together untill the harveſt, and in the time of barveſt 1 
will {ay to the reapers , Gather yee together firſt the tares, and binde 
them in bundles to burne them : but gather the wheat into my barne. 
And iis Diſciples came unto him, ſaying ; Declare unto us the parable

This Son of Manis Jeſus Chriſt, that hath ſowne the good 
ſeed; which is the holy Word and Do&rine of God contained 
in the old and new Teſtament, in the hearts of his Ele&,tprink- 
ling them with the oyle of grace and unftion of his holy Spi- 
rit, bearing forth fruit well-pleafing unto God. The tares are 
the falſe Traditions, Glofſes, Expoſitions , Determinations, 
Reſults, and Decrees of Synods, and Claſſes, and Wreſtings of 
the Word of God, and of Chriſt , that the Devill ſowes by his 
Miniſters, ( who transforme themſelves into Angells of light )

Now it doth not belong to the Emperour, nor to the Pope, 


Nor to any man in the world, to predominate, maſter, rule, or

command over the Conſciences of men, or to perſecute,grieve, 
or moleſt any of thoſe that will not adhere to their religions. 
But to Jeſus Chriſt onely, the alone ſoveraigne Judge, Maſter 
and Lord of the Conſciences and bodies of men, as hath been 
ſhewed in the Text aforeſaid. And alſo he reproves Saul, ſay- 
ings Saul, Saul, why per ſecuteſt thou mee ? And be (aid, 1ho art thou 
Lord ? Andihe Lord ſaid, T am Jeſus, whom thou per ſecuteſt ; It is 
bard for thee to kick againſt the prickes, Aﬀs9.4,5. & 22.7, 8. 
Now Saul did not perſecute the perſon of Chriſt bodily, which 
was not upon earth, but in heaven, As 3. 21. Heb. $. 4. But he 
perſecuted Chriſt in his members, believers, and brethren, who 
were obedient to his holy Commandements and Ordinances. 
By this wee ſee that Ceſar, nor any in Authority under him, 
the Kings and Princes, and other inferiour Magiſtrates, ought 
not to Lordit over the Conſciences of men, much lefle baniſh 
or-drive them out, perſecute or hate them for matter of Con- 
ſcience in Religion whatſoever it be, ( much lefſe confiſcate 
their Eſtates, as hath been praftiſed in all places heretofore, 
and is practiſed to this day. ) But wee ought to leave it to the 
Judgement of God, and of Chriſt, as hath before been ſhewed ; 
And follow that good Counſell of the Apoſtie ; Now IT beſeech 
you Brethren, marke them which cauſe diviſions and offences , contrary 
to the doArine which yee have learned, and avoyd them ; for' they that 
are ſuch, ſerve not our Lord Feſus Chriſt, but their owne bellies , and 
by good words and faire ſpeeches, deceive the hearts of the ſimple, 
Rom. 16.17, 18. 1 Epiſt. Fohn 10. Which live ſcandalous lives, 
x Cor. 5, 11. 2 Theſ. 3.14. Deut. 3. 6,7, 8. & 33- 9. Matth. 5,

Wee then plainly ſee how that Chriſt commands cxpreſly, to

The Emperour, and thoſe which 
are ſubordiate ; the Kings, Princes, Governours , Magiſtrates 
of Townes, and Citics, and Common-wealths ; ought to obey 
the words and commands of Jeſus Chriſt; But becauſe that Ce- 
ſar hath reſiſted C and divers others ) God hath raiſed up par- 
ties againſt him and them, as he did to Solomon and to his "0 
C RelIce 


Rehaboam ; 1 Kings 11, 11. 14.23, 26.31. & 12, v<ri. 16, 17, 
who was ſtriczen with plague, warre, and famine, an cxcced- 
inzly v=xt wich his Subje&s, who riſe in parties, and rebelled 
azainſthim ; becauſe hee went and did contrary to the Com- 
mand:ment of God; hee and the Pope, falſe Prophet, will take 
away the oH:e of Chriſt the Soveraigne Judge of the Conſci- 
ences, and hinder the Saints from executing their offices. 
Chrilt preached the word of Salvation to all men, and con- 
ſtrained none to accept ot it; but theſe his adverſaries, enemies 
and reb-]ls, have been alſo ſmitten with-divers plagues, nay 
greater then hee, becanſe they doe and at contrary to the holy 
Commandement of God, and of Chriſt. You have heard, it bath 
been ſaid, an eye for an eye,and a tooth for a tooth ; but I ſay unto you, 
that yee reſiſt :not evill ; for whoſoev'r ſhall ſtrike thee on the right 
cheeke, turne to him the other al/o + And be that will ſue thee at the 
Law for thy Coate, give bim thy Cloake alſo. And whoſoever will 
conſtraine thee to goe with him one mile , goe with him twaine : grve 

-to him that asketh, and from him that would borrow of thee, turne not 
thou away. You have beard that it hath been ſaid , thou ſhalt love thy 
neighbour, and hate thine enemie ; But TI ſay unto you, Love your ene- 
mes ; bleſſe them that curſe you; doe good to them that hate you, and 
perſecute you, Match. 5.38, 39, 40, 41, 42, 43, 44> Luke 26,27, 
284 29, 30,31 325 33» 34+ 35. Rom. 13. 17,18, 19,20,21.

and diſcourſe well of the Crofle of Chriſt, but it is out of a 


meere formalitie ; it is not in good earneſt, but they caſt it far 
away from them, becauſe they love the caſe of this world, the 


fat of the Earth : Inheritances and riches they like well ; tables 


well furniſhed, and banquets ; Inſomuch , that they , and all 
their hearers, by the ſequel] are thoſe that Jeſus Chriſt ſpeakes 
of ; And theſe are they by the way ſide , where the Word is ſowen ;

the Generalls , Captaines, and Souldiers, that they may be 
victorious over their enemies, and ſpread, «ftabliſh, and make 
firme the Church of Chriſt. And by theſe meanes, advance and 
enlargethe Courts of his Goſpel, the Liberty of Conſcience; 
and contrarily, that God would confound, exterminate, and 
 Tnineall their enemies, and to bring to naught all their Ima- 
ginations, Counſells, and Enterpriſes, Is this to follow the 
holy and ſaving Commandements of God, as aforeſaid ? Mer- 
cenaries, Baſtard-Chriſtians, hypocrites, that abuſe the poore 
people, the Kings, Princes, and Magiſtrates of Townes and Ci- 
ties, by your babling and faire pretences,who preach the word 


of God contrarily. According to the wiſdome of this world, 


which yee have learned in the Academies, and Univerſi- 
_ ties; thewhich wiſdome is folly before God, and his An- 
gels, 1 Cor. 1.18, 19, 20, 21. anddoenot fpeake according to 
the wiſdome and pure verity of God, and of Chriſt : the which 
divine wiſdome is fooliſhneſſe in the world. And therefore jt 
is not in vaine that Jeſus Chriſt ſaith; Ts it poſſible that the blind 
ſhould lead the blind, will they not #6th fall into the ditch ? Luke 6. 
39. Matth. 15. 14. Ifa. 42.18, 19, 20. &- 56. 10,11, fer. 5.31.

Your Illuſtrious Excellency, hath ſeene, as isafore written, 


the order of Kings and Monarchs, eſtabliſhed by the Lord; 
The obedicnce and duty they owe unto Chriſt , and alſo the 
obedience and duty thart all perſons in the univerſall world 
owe unto Ceſar (or the higher Powers whatſoever they be) 
and the puniſhment to the-oppoſers and rebellious; alſo the 


praiſe 
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Af praiſe and bleſſing to the obedient and faithfull. Now follows 


how this fourth Roman Monarchy is divided into eight heads 
ind differing orders of Government. Then the totall ruine 
and extirpation thereof by Jeſus Chriſt, and conſequently the 
fift and perpetuall Monarchy of our Lord and Saviour ſeſus 
Chriſt. And of all the houſe of Tſrael converted unto him, for 
the ſpace of one age, viz, a thouſand yeares upon this Earth, 
and conſequently, in eternity. And all this ſhall be proved out 
of the word of God, and ſome credible Hiſtographers ; as

cred by ſome of the Senators and Burgeſles of Rome. And after

_ and a: others wriicc 35, ycares; hee andall his poſterity were 
batiihed from ito” 3 So that you may fee thar by him the 
Royall Government was ended for that time. Now the ſe- 
ven aforeſaid Kings of Rome, are reckoned by the Angel in the 
Revelation to Sainc Fohn,but for ene head : Or likewiſe by theſe 
ſame {even Monnrtaines, the holy Scripture gives. us to under- ; 
ftand ſeven different ſucceſſive Governments, who have had the F 
Soveraignty in the City and Land of Rome; which were the 
aforeſaid ſeven Kings; the which ſucceeded one another. 

2. TheSenatours or Sexatores, being called Patres, being a 
hundred in Number ; & Patres Conſcripti Aſſeſſores; Aſſeſſors : 
and Scnators : Senatus conſultum, and Procenſull : Theſe gave | 
the Decrees and Reſults of what was Concluded in the Senate 
and Councel]. 

3. Andafterwards the Romain people Ele&cd other Ru- 
lers into the Government, vzz. The Tribuni militum, Tribuns Mi- 
litares, Tribuni Plebis, Tribuni Erarii, Ediles Curules,and Ediles Ce- 
reales : Every one of theſe governed according to his place and 
charge the Kingdome: Some over the Mzitia, and Nobility ; 
others over politique affaircs.; others over the Treaſuries, and 

<Governours over tne Revenues for the warre ; Some over the 

Eccleſtafticall affaires ; and ſome -over the Megatins and ftore- 
houſes of graines and proviliens. | | 

And after the Romans eſtabliſhed another Government ; 
widelicct : 

4. Magiſter Equitum ;''who was the Great Marſhall, arid 
Chiete over the Nobility ; and to himgras joyned the Decem- 
wires, Or Decemviri Conſulatores : Pretor : a5 it oneſhou'd fay, a 
Lord Maſter : Prater Urbanus , who adminiftrcd Juſtice over the 


Burgeſſcs : 
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Burgeſſes : Pretor Peregrinus ; hee had the managing of the af- - 
faires over Strangers : and with theie there was one Augur, 
which was called a Divine ; his oftice was to forete]l, decide 
the meaning of the Singing ot Birds, and of Thunder, Light= 
ning, and of Flyes or Bees. 

5. Then the Romans Ele&cd others in their places ; viz. A. 
Dictator 3 Difator or Chiefe Soveraigne ; unto whom all 
ought to ſubmir, and be in ſubjeCtion ; and a Queſtor, the 
great Treaſurer ; theſe had all Soveraignty and Power,as well 
in Criminall cauſes, as in other affaires of Government ; and 
from their Judgement and Decrees, there was no appeale any 
where elſe. 

6. Sylla and Fulius Ce/ar, were the laſt Diators ; but never- 
theleſſe, the ſaid Cajus Julins Ceſar, made himfelfe abſolute Ma- 
ſter and Soveraigne of the Kingdome and Empire of the Re- 
mans; and made himſclte the firſt Romain Emperour in the 
yeare of the world, 3914. and after Rome was built 706. and 
before the birth of our Saviour, and Redeemer, and Lord Jeſus! 
Chriſt, 47 yeares. Now this Expoſition is not invented of my. 
own braine, but grounded upon the feventeenth Chap. of the 
Revel. 9.10. where the Angel ſaith to Saint Fobn ; The ſeven 
heads are ſeven Kings ( 10 that he there names all Soveraigne 
Power ) then the five ( different Governments, as aforeſaid )- 
were fallen, with the ſeven preceding Kings, which are but 
five in Namber ; Cajus FulilEeſar, and Oftavius Auguſtus the 
f.cond Emperour 3 theſe two tibliſhed and (cried the Monar- 
chy of Emperonrs( atcer the fall of the five preceding ) untill 
this preſent houre. 

Now from the tuſt Emperour, Cajw Fulius Ceſar, untill this 
preſent Emperour, and thoſe thar ſhall ſucceed him, are coun- 
tcd but for one head, and fixch King, Emperour, and Mo- 
narch ; of which fourth Monarchy, mcontion-is made in the. 
Prophet Danel, as aforeſaid ; 4nd the Angel ſ1id to Fobn, Revel. 
17.10. One 7,( which was the Emperour and the other. is not-.- 

yet come ( to wir, the fevin:n King, or Imperiall Government)

filled. And the woman which thou ſaweſt, is that great Citie, which 
reigneth over the Kings of the Earth , Revel. 17. 16, 17, 18. This 
Citie is theCitic of Rome, the Papall Seat, in the laſt Siege and 
deftruftion, and ruine of Rome, At that time, I ſay, the Pope 
that ſhall be then, ſhall ſave himſelfe ſecretly, and ſhall timely 
eſcape, and ſhall keepe himſelfe cloſe, and hide himſelfe a- 
mongit men 1n ſome other place, carrying himſelfe as a private 
man ; letting none know who he is, untill he ſhall perceive 
that which is ſaid. And T ſaw a Beaſt riſe out of the Sea ( of the 
number of thoſe aforeſaid ſeven Powers, and regents of the 
Romane Monarchy, over Countryes, Lands, Tongues, People, 
and Nations, which fignitie a Sea ) that had ſeven heads and ten 
bornes, and upon his hornes ten Crownes, and upon his beads the names 
of blaſphemies. And the Beaſt which I ſaw was like unto a Leopard, 
and bis feete were as the feete of a Beare, and his mouth as the mouth 


of 
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of a Lyon; and the Dragon gave him his power, and his ſeat , and his 
authoritie, Revel. 13. 1, 2. This atoreſaid Pope ( the laſt fore- 
runner of-the great and Jaſt Antichriſt) being hidden in the 
Earth.( that is to ſay ) amongſt the vulgar and common peo- 
ple; hearing and g_—y the coming, elevation, apd ſplen- 
did domination of this ſaid Beaſt: Then he ſhall come out of 
the Earth,from whence he lay hid, and ſhall evidently appeare, 
and ſhall make himſelfe knowne ; and ſhall joyne himſclfe as 
a curſed Inſtrument, and helpe to the Beaſt ; as you may ſee, 
Revel. 13. 11, 12,13, 14. This falſe Prophet ſhall make an 


Image to the Beaſt ( ic ſhall be ſuch an one as wee reade of in 


Dan. 3. 5 67+ and 23.) And be had power to give life unto the 
Image of the Beaſt, that the Image of the Beaſt ſhould both ſpeake ang 
cauſe that as muny as would not worſhip the Image of the Beaſt ſhould 
be killed, Revel. 13. 15. Dan. 2. & 3. Chap. verſ. 5, 6,7. 2, 3. 
God ſhall raiſe up two of his Witneſſes, Prophets, who ſhall Pro- 
pheſie 1 260. dayes, cloathed in Sackcloth ; theſe are the two Olive 
Trees, anda the two Candleſtickes ſtanding before the God of the Earth, 
Revel. 11. 3, 4+ Theſe two Witneſſes ſhall be two living men, 
of fleſh and bloud, and not two Bookes, to wit, the Old and 
New Teſtament cloathed with Sackcloth. The Expoſitions, 
Allegories,and Diſputes of the Ancient Fathers; for to preach 
to the world the doGrine of faith and repentance 1 260.yeares, 
which are the Expoſitions of falſe Miniſters, as well ancient as 
moderne Dreamers. But let us well conſider in reading from 
the 3 verſe to the 13. Whence wee ſee and underſtand that the 
holy Spirit ſpeakes of two men, not of any more men but of 
them'two perſons ; as wee may reade in Zachary in the fourth 
Chapter, ver. 14. It is there ſaid; Theſe are the two anoynted 


- ones, that ſtand by the Lord of the whole earth : Theſe 1260. dayes, 


counting thirty dayes to a moneth, make juſt 42 moneths, 
which are three yeares and a halfe ; it cannotbe, nor it ought 
not to be underftood other wayes, unlefle you will wreſt the 
Word of God; the which muſt not be done. verſ. 5. And f any 
man will hurt them, fire preceedeth out of their month , and devoureth 
their enemies : And if any man will hurt them, be muſt in this manner 
be killed. verl. 6, Theſe have power to ſhut heaven, that it rain not in 


the dayes of their Prophecie : And have power over the waters to _ 
- D them 


them into bloud ; and to ſmite the earth with all plapues, as often as they 

will. 7.verl. And when they ſhall have finiſhed their teſtimony, the 

Beaſt that aſcendetb out of the bottomleſſe pit, ſhall make warre againſt 

them. and overcome them, and kill them. verſ(.$. And their dead bo- 

cies ſhall lis.i the ſtreet of the great Citie , which ſpiritnally is called 

Sodome, and Egypt, where al/o our Lord was Crucified. verl. 9. And 

they of all the people. }indreds, and Tongues,and Nations, ſhall fee their 

dead bodies three dayes and a balfe, and ſhall not ſuffer their dead bodies 

to be put in graves. verl. 10. And they ihat dwell upin the earth, 

ſhall rejoyce over them,and mahe m-rry, and ſhall ſend gifts »ne to ano- 
ther +. becauſe theſe two Prophets tormented them that dwell on the 

earth. verſ. 11. And after three dayes and a halfe, the Spirit of life 
fram God, ſhall enter into them , and they ſtood upon their feet, and 
great feare fell upon them which ſaw them. verſ. 12. And they heard 
a voyce from heaven, ſaying unto them, Come up hither. 41d they aſ- 
cended up to heaven in a Cloud, and their enemies beheld them. And. 
afterwards followeth that which is ſaid in Rom. 11. 26, 27. 
T{ai. 10. 21, 22. Rom. 9. 27. Tſai.51.11, 12, 13,14, 15, 16, 17. 
21. 22, 23.@ 49.3. © 9. 20,21. ©5. 2,3, 4. 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 
T,12, 13, T4, 15. Rom. 15. 21. Fer. 31.32, 33, 34: Heb. 8.8. 
&- 10.16. Luke.21. 24. Pſal, 14.7. & 5. 3. Gal. 4. 27. Iſai. 54. 
6,7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, The Calling , Converfion, and 

Salvation of the Fewes, of, and by. Jeſus Chriſt, and of-all the. 
houſe of Iſrael, when the fullneſſe of the Gentiles ſhall be come - 
-in; thatis to ſay, the number of the Gentiles that God hath 
ordained to Saſvation, being fall, all the Fewes being con- 
verted to the Lord Jeſus, is the Judaicall Chriftian Church 
Cand true Spouſe of Chriſt) being >refigured and repreſented 
by a woman great with childe : reade Revel. 12. the whole 
Chapter ; And ſhee being with childe cryed travailing in birth and 

pained to be delivered ; which is that which Saint Paul faith ; That 
if thou ſhalt confeſſe with thy mouth the Lord Feſus , and ſhalt believe 

m thy heart, that God hath raiſed him from the dead, thou ſhalt be ſa- 

ved; for with the heart man beleevetl unto righteouſneſſe,and with the 

mouth confeſſion is made to ſalvation, Rom. 10. 9, to. And in ano- 

ther place; Whoſoever believes in him ſhall not be confounded, Iſaiah 
28. 16. For whoſoever ſhall call upon the name of the Lord ſhall be ſa- 
ved, Rom. 10.13. Joel 2, 32. Ats 2.21, For the Lord perfeQs 
our 


which he hath imprinted by his holy Spiric in our hearts, 
Revel. 12. 2, And the woman being with Childe cryed travailing in 
birth and pained to be delivered; juſt io; Saul, ſarnamed Paul, 
went into Damaſcus to perſecute the Church , As 9g. But che 
Lord Jeſus circumciſed his heart by the way,ſaying unto him ; 
Iam 7eſus; whom thou per ſecuteſt ; It is hard for thee 10 kicke againſt 
the prickes, verl. 16. I will ſhew him how great things he muſt ſuffer 
for my Names ſake ; Juſt ſo ought the Fewes to underſtand that 
after they ſhall be converted to the Lord, that they muſtendure 
and ſuffer perſecution for the Name of the Lord. But God 
ſhall give unto her two wings of a great Eagle, that the might 
fly-betore the Serpent ( which perſecuted her ) into her place, 
where ſhee is nouriſhed for a time ( which is one yeare ) and 
times ( which are two yeares) and halfe a time ( which is halfe 
a yeare ) Revel, 12.14. Altogether being three yeares and a 
halfe. In the meane time, the aforeſaid falie Prophet ſhall teach 
devilliſhdo&rine, by which the Kingdome of the firſt Beaſt, 
which is the eight King, thelaſt and great Antichriſt ſhall be 
maintained ; as the Apoſtle Paul faith; 2 Theſ. 2. 9. That the 
comming of the Man of Sin, is after the working of Satan , with all 
power ; and cauſeth all both ſmall and great, rich aud poore, free and 
bond, to receive a marke in their right band, 6r in their forebeads, 
veri. 17. And that no man might buy or ſell, ſave be that had the 
 marke, or the name of the Beaſt,or the number of his name. So that 
then the Government of this eight King ſhall be very horrible, 
crue}], dreadfull ; he ſhall be a Devill incarnate. 

And the woman fled into the Wilderneſſe, where ſhee hath a place 
prepared of God, that they ſhould feed her there a thouſand two bun- 
 dred and threeſcore dayes, Revel. 12. 6. Theſe 1260. dayes, are 
Jp three yeares and a halfe, as before is {hewed, counting 3o. 
Qayes toa moneth. Then that which followeth : AnJ there was 
Farre in keaven, Michael and bis Angels fought againſt the Dragon, 
and the Dragon fought and bis Angels, and prevailed not , neither was 
their place found any more in heaven. And the great Dragon was Caſt 
ont, that old Serpent, called the Devill and Satan, which deceived the 
whole world ; be was caſt into the earth, and his Angels were caſt out 


with bim. And T heard aloud voyce ; ſaying, in heaven , now i cone 
— Salva-= 
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Accuſer of our brethren is caſt downe, which ac- 
cuſed them before our God day and night : And they overcame him by 
the bloud of the Lamb, and by the word of their teſtimony ; and they: 
loved not their lives unto death. Therefore rejoyce yee heavens, and yee 
that dwell in them : Wo to. the Inhabitants of the earth, and of the 
Sea; for the Devill is come downe unto you in great wrath, becauſe h 
knoweth be bath but a ſhort time : And when the-Dragon ſaw that he 
was caſt unto the earth, be per ſecuted the woman which brought forth 
the man-childe. And the Serpent caſt. out of his mouth water as a 
flood after the woman : that. he might cauſe her to be carried away of 
: And the earth helped the woman , and the earth opened her 


/mouth, and ſwallowed up the flood which the Dragon caſt out of bis 


mouth : And then the Dragon was wroth with the woman , and went 
to make warre with the remnant of her ſeede , which keepe the Com- 
mandements of God, and have the teſtimony of Feſus Chriſt, Revel.12. 
6,7, $, 9, 10, I1, 12, 13, 145.15, 16, 17. Epheſ. 6.12. & 2.2: 
Matth: 24. 21,22. Luke 21. 34,35. 2 Thefl. 2. 3, 4. Joh.12:31. 
laſt Eſdras 15. 14, Satan not being able to deftroy the head 
Chriſt, nor his deare and well-beloved Spouſe , throwes. forth 


his rage againſt the members and faithfull Witneſſes of Jeſus 
Chrift. 


The Dragon or Devill giveth his power and ſeat, and great 
firength to the Beaſt,and to his falſe Prophet,over all kindreds, 
Tongues, and Nations, that are upon the face of the univerſall 
earth ; And it was given to him to make warre with the Saints, and 


overcome them, Revel. 13. 2.7. Dan. 7. 21. Then there fhall be 


ſuch and ſo great tribuſation and perſecution to the children 
of God, as Jeſus Chriſt hath. foretold- us ; ſaying, For then 
ſball be great tribulation, ſuch as was not ſince the beginning: of the 
world to this time, no nor ever ſball be; And except thoſe dayes ſhould 
be foortned, there ſhould no fleſh be ſaved : but for the Elefs ſake thoſe 
dayes ſhall be ſhortned, Martth. 24. 21, 22. Dan. 12, x. Revel. 12. 
I2,1 3. I4, 15,16, 17. By this ſhortning of dayes, or of time, 
is to be underſtood three yeares- and a halfe, as aforeſaid; of 
great perſecution ; and then when fin ſhall be at the height, a 
generall falling away ſhall be manifeſted ; as the Apoſtle Paul, 
2. Theſſ. 2. 3. Forall the Kingdomes, Principalities, Common- 


Saoaren, and ftrength, and the kingdome of our God, and the power 
of bis Chriſt; for the 


wealths, .

his Image , ( Dan..6, 7» 9, 9, IO, 11, 12,13, 14, 15,16.) To 
their perpetuall damnation,cxcept thoſe whoſe names are writ- 
ten in the Booke of life of- the Lambe ſlaine from the foundation of the 
world; If any man hath an eare to heare,. let him heare, Revel, 13. 4, 
55 6, 7) 8, 9, IOz I I, I2g I39 T4, Ig9 I6, 18. : Dan. F. 2A Epiſt. 
Jude 9. there was given unto bim, (viz. the Beaſt ) a month, 
ſpeaking great things and blaſphemies, and power was given to bim to 
continue 4.2. Moneths, Revel. 13.5. & 11. 2. & 12.6. 14. which 
make 5uf three yeares-and a halfe, as before-ſaid. So that this 
ſame eight King, with thefaHe Prophet, ſhall reigne but three 
yeares anda halfe; and when this time fhall be expired, then 
this great and horrible perſecution ſhall be ended; for the good 
God ſhall wipe all teares from the eyes of his children, who 
have remained conſtant in the truth of God, and have not ſer- 
ved nor worſhipped the Devill, in the perſon of the Beaſt, and 
of his Image. A faithfull Advertiſement of the puniſhment of 
thoſe thatſhall worſhip the Beaſt, and his Image, and ſhall take 
the mark in their forcheads, or in their hands, they ſhall dripke 
wine of the wrath of God, yea pure wine, powred out of the 
cup of his anger; And ſhall be tormented with fire and brim- 
ſtone before the Saints and Angels, and before the Lanibe ; and 
the ſmoake of their torment ſhall goe up for ever ; and thoſe 


- that worſhip the Beaſt, and his Image ; And if any ſhall take of 


the name of them, he ſhall have no reſt day nor night, here is 

the patience of the Saints 3 theſe be they that keepe the Come 

mandements of God, and the faith of Jeſus, Revet. 14. 9; 10, 
11,12. 19. 3. And John faith ; Bleſſed are they that are called _ 
to the Marriage-Supper of the Lamb , And he ſaith unto mee, theſe are 
the true ſayings of God, Revel. 19. 9. Matth. 23. 2. Luke 24. 16. 
Efd. 2.38. For our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, our onely 
Meſſias, ſhall come with his Celeſtiall Army from heaven, here 
below upon Earth. Bchold the Text for ic; And Fſaw beaven 
opened, and behold a white hor ſe, and he that ſat upon him, was called 
faithfull and true ; and in righteouſneſſe he doth judge and make war ; 
bis eyes were as a flame of fire: And on his head were many — [bs 
ana. 
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was cloathed in a veſture dipt in bloud ; and his name is called, The 
"Word of God ; And the Armies which were in beaven followed him 
upon white horſes , cloathed in fine linnen, white and cleane ; And out 
of his n.6uth goeth a ſharpe ſword, that with it he ſhould ſmite the Na- 
trons, and be ſhould rule them with a rod of iron : And he treadeth the 
wine-preſſe of the fierceneſſe and wrath of Almighty God; and he hath 
ont his veſture, and on his thigh, a name written, King of Kings, and 
Lord of Lords, Revel. 19. 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16+ And IT ſaw the 
Beaſt, and the Kings of the Earth, and their Armies gathered together, 
to make warre againſt him that ſate on the white bare, and againſt bis 
Army, verſ. 19. Pal. 2. 2. Ezech. 38; & 39. Chapters, 4 Ed. 13. 
5. AndT ſaw an Angel ſtanding inthe Sun,and be cryed with a low 
w93ce, ſaying to 2ll the fowles that fly in the middeſt of heaven, Come 
* and gather your ſelves together , unto the Supper of the great God, that 


; yee may eate the fleſh of, Kings, and the fleſh of Captaines , and the 


fleſh of mighty men, and the fleſh of horſes, and the fleſh of them that ſit 
on them, and the fleſh of all, both free and bond, both ſmall andgreat, 
verf. 17, 18. And the Beaſt was taken, and with bim the falſe Pro- 
phet that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived them, 
that had received the marke of the Beaſt, and them that worſbipped 
bis Image. Theſe both were caſt alive inte a Lake, of fire burning 
with brimſtone : And the remnant were ſlaine with the (word of him 
that ſate upon the horſe ; which ſword proceeded out of his. mouth ; 
. and all the fowles were filled with their fl-ſh, verſ. 20, 21. Plal. 110, 
5, 6. & 97.1, 2,3. & 2.9, 10, 11, 12. & 11.6, Ifaiah 27. 1. 4. 
Plal. 149. 6,7, 8, 9. fail. 11. 4. & 66.16. Dan.7. 11. 2 The. 
2.8. Hoſea'6. 5. Matth.12. 29. Pſal.18. 12. Revel. 17. 14. 
Aud after this Expedition ſhall be that which ohn faith ; And 
I ſaw an Angel come downe from heaven, having the key of the bot- 
tomleſſe pit, and a preat chaine in his hand : And he laid hould on that 
Dragsn the old Serpent, which is the Devill and Satan; and bound him 
d thouſand yeares, and caſt him into the bottomleſſe Pit , and ſhut him 
up, and ſet a ſeale upon him that he ſhould deceive the Nations no 
more, till the thouſand yeares ſhould be fulfilled, and after that he muſt 
be looſed a little ſeaſon, Revel. 20. 1, 2, 34 Matth. 2. 29. In that 
time ſhall be accompliſhed that which is faid in the 14 of 
Tjaiab, verl. 7, All the earth (hall reſt, and be at quiet, and ſhall leape 
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for joy. Compare this wich P/al. 72. & 85. Andall thy children - 
ſball be taught of the: Lord, and there fball be abundance of peace, 
Iaiah 54.13. Jer. 31-34 Joh. 12.45. Rom. 5. 10.1 Joh, 2, x, 
2,3. 4nd I ſaw Thrones, and they that ſate upon them, and Fudge- 
ment was given unto them : And I ſaw the Soules of them that were 
beheaded for the witneſſe of Feſus, and for the word of God, and which 
had not worſhipped the Beaſt, neither his Image , neither had received 
his marke upon their foreh-ads, or in their hands , and they lived and 
reigned with Chriſt a thouſand yeares. But the reſt of the dead lived 
not againe, untill the thouſand yeares were finiſhed; this is the firſt- 
Reſurre&ion ; bleſſed and holy is he that bath part in the firſt Reſur- 
.reetion,on ſuch the ſecond death bath no power; but they ſhall be Prieſts 
of God, and of Chriſt , and ſhall reigne with him a thouſand yeares, 
Revel. 20-4, 5, 6. Thou art worthy to take the Booke, and open the 
Seales thereof ;, for thou waſt ſlaine, and haſt redeemed us to God by thy 
bloud ; out of every kmdred, and tongue , and people, and Nation ; and 
baſt made us unto our God, Kings and Prieſts, and wee ſhall reigne on 
the earth, Reve].5. 9, 10. 7 ſaw in the night viſions , and behold 
oxe like the Son of man came with the Clouds of heaven, and came to 
the Ancient of dayes (that is God) and they brought him neere before 
him (that is Chriſt) and there was given him deminion,and glory,and 
a Kingdome, that all people, Nations, and Languages, ſhould ſerve him ; 
his dominion is an everlaſting dominion , which ſhall not paſſe away : 
and his Kingdome that which ſhall not be deſtroyed, Dan. 7. 13, 14. 
&: 3.33. & 2.44, 45. Pal. 2.6, 7,3. Afts 13.33. And the Lord 
ſhall be King over all the Earth : In'that day, ſball there be one Lord, 
and his name one, Zech. 14. 9. He that putteth his truſt in mee, ſhall 
poſſeſſe the Land, and ſhall inherit the boly Mountaine, Iſai. 57. 13, 
Matth. 5. 5. Pl 37. 11, 12. 22. 29. 34+ Plal.22. 29.30,31,32. 
&: 72. & $5. He ſhall be great ( viz. Jeſus Chriſt _) and ſhall be 
called the Son of the Higheſt ; And the Lord God ſhall give unto bim 
the throne of his father David ; and be ſhall reigne over the hou ſe of 
Facob for ever; and of his Kingdome there ſhall be no end, Luke 1. 
31, 32, 33. Ifai.54.5. Now the Royall Throne and Reigne. 
of David,was not in heaven,nor ſpirituzll,but upon the Earth, 
in Fudea and Feruſalem ; So likewiſe Jeſus Chriſtſhall fit upon 
the Throne of David his father, and ſhall reigne ſpiritually and 
temporally here below with his Ele& , overall the __ 
arth ; 
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Earth ; for God 'is faithfull in all his promiſes ; And all thoſe 1 
that will not that Chriſt ſhall reigne here below upon the 
earth, ſhall be killed before the Lord, and ſhall periſh, becauſe 
of their malicious Incredulity ; Then there ſhall be a long 
peace, to wit, a thouſand yeares upon the face of the univer- 
{all carth, Pſal. 72. & $5. 11,12, 13, 14+ And the earth ſhall be 
as the garden of Eden, Ezek. 36. Pal. 72. There ball be no more 
thence an Infant of dayes,nor an old man that hath not filled his dayes 3 
for the childe ſhall dye an hundred yeares old : but the finner being an 
hundred yeares old, ſhall be accurſed : and they ſhall build honſes, and 
mbabit them, and they ſhall plant vineyards , and eat the fruit of them; 
they ſball not build, and another inhabit ; they ſhall not plant, and ano- 
ther eate ; for as the dayes of a tree, are the dayes of my people ; and 
mine ele& ſhall enjoy the worke of their hands, Tſaiah 65.19, 20, 21, 
22,23. Matih. 5. 15. Pſal.25. 13. 111.6. & 69.36, 37. The 
Townes and Cities of Fudah and Feruſalem ſhall be reedified, and ſhall 
be no more deftroyed by the hands of men, Ezek. 36. 10, 11. Jer.3I. 
40. x Chron. 17. 9. Amos-9. FH, 12, 13, 14, 15. Matth. 10. 23. 
Then there ſhall be no more enmity beeween men, nor between 
men and beaſts, the ſavage and cruell devouring Beaſts, ſhall 
be timerous, andamiable. As it is written in Tſaiah ; The Wolfe 
ſhall dwell with the Lamb, and the Leopard ſhall Iye downe with the 
Kid, and the Calfe and the young Lyon, and the fatling together ; and 
4 little childe (hall leade them ;, And the Cow and the Beare ſhall feed 
_ their young ones, ſhall Iye downe together ; And the Lyon ſhall eat ſtraw 

like the Oxe ; andthe ſucking childe ſball play on the hole of the Ape ; 
and the weaned childe ſhall put his hand on the Cocatrice den 3 they 
ſhall not burt nor deſtroy in all my holy Mountaine ; for the earth ſhall 
be full of the Knowledge of the Lord, as the waters cover the Sea, 
Ifaiah IT 1.6, 7, 8, 9. & 65. 24.Hoſea 2. 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23- 
Levit.26. 6. Jobs. 22,23, 24, 25, 26, 27. Plal. 91. 13. Com- 
pare theſe places cited with Gen. 2. 19, 20. & 6, 19, 20, 21, & 
7: 1, 2532 455» 6,7, $49. & 8. 17, 18,19. © Dan. 3.23, 24, 
25, 26, 27, 28.:& 6.

 _ And when the thouſand yeares are expired, Satan ſpall be Iooſed out 
of his priſon, and ſhell goe out to deceive the Nations, which are in the 
foure Suerters of the earth ; Gog and Magog to gather them together 
20 Battell; the number of whom is as the ſand of the Sea ; Aud they 
wen 
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"went upon the breadth of the earth , and compaſſed the Campe of the 
Saints abont, and the: beloved Citie, and fire came downe from God out . 
of heaven, and devoured them : And the Devill that deceived them was 
caſt into the Lake of fire and brimftone, "where the beaſt and the falſe 
Prophet are, and ſhall be tormented day and night for ever and ever, 
Revel. 20.7, 8, 9, 10. Ezek. 38. & 39:Chap. Tſajab 66. 15,16, 
24. P-fal. 11. 6. Marke 9. 44. Then followeth the laſt Judge- 
ment ; the proofes are theſe.

Jeſus Chriſt, for the gift of his holy Spiric, which being done in 
| humility, not doubting, you ſhall obtaine it : Humble your ſelfe 
in the ſizht of the Lord, and be ſhall lift youup, James 4. 10. 1 Pet. 
6. For he that wavereth is like a wave of the Sea ariwen with the 
 winde and toſſed, James 1. 6. That theretore your [!uſtrious Ex- 
cellency reade all theſe paſſages before recited, aud you ſhall 
inde, that all that is written is truth ; wherefore believe the 
Word of theLord, and what is contained in thoſe holy Pro- 
pheſies ; for our Saviour faith, Bleſſed are they that heare my 
word, and keepe it , Luke 11. 28. Matth 7. 21, Rom. 2. 13. 
ames I. 22. 

A faithfull Brilegroome cannot endure that any one ſhould 
ſpeake ill, or diſhonor his deare and welbeloved Spoiiſe; even 
ſo our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the true and faithfull Bridegroome 
oc his Church, will not let goe unpuniſhed all thoſe that op- 
poſe his Reigne, and thoſe that miſ-uſe, doe infury, or re- 
proach his Spouſe, ſtealing his honoer fromhim; when as 
they ſay flatly, that the houſe of Tſrael, converted unto him, 
ſhall not inheric, and reigne with Chriſt a thouſand yeares 
here upon earth ; and that the deſolate Cities of Judah and 
Ferzſalem, ſhall not be rebuilt ; who deny alſo that the holy 
Martyrs {tall riſe and reigne with Chriſt, and his, a thouſand 
yearcs upon thecarth ; Such calumniators, Iyars, impudent, 
ſhamelefſe ſeducers , mercenaries, and robbers of the honour 
of Jeſus Chriſt the Bridegroome and his Spouſe, ſhall be moſt 
gricvouſly and juſtly puniſhed by the word of Chrift the ſove- 
raigne Judge, and thoſe that aſſiſt him, if they repent not in 
time, and imbrace, and confeſle, and inſtru their hearers in 
the pure and holy truth aforeſaid, clearly demonſtrated : But 
if they ſhall doe it, they ſhall be the blefſed of the Lord; then 
they ſhall be cheriſhed and loved, bat not otherwayes ; becauſe 
unto this preſent houre, they have maliciouſly and obfſtinately 
RG gain- 
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gainſayed the holy Propheſies aforeſaid : And alſo in 4s 15: *\, 
28, 29. For it ſeemed good to the boly Ghoſt, and to us, to lay upon you ©.) 
no greater burden, then theſe neceſſary things ; that yee abſtaine from 
meates offered ts Idel!s, and from-bloud , and from things ſtrangled, 
and from fornication, from which if you keepe your ſelves, you ſhall doe 
well; fare yee well : Reade alſo Gen. 9. 4. Exod. 20 3. Levit. 3. 
17.4 17. 10. & 19. 26. Deut. 12. 23. Num. 15.2.1 Sam. 14.32, 
33, 34+. Zach. 9.7. Revel. 2. 14. 20. Pſal. 141. 4,5. And as they 
went through the Cities, (to wir, the Apoftles ) they delivered them 
the Decrees for to heepe, that were ordained of the Apoſtles and El- 
ders which were at Jeruſalem, As 16. 4. For yee know what Com- 
mandements wee gave you by the Lord Feſus Chriſt, x Thel. 4. 2. 
T he Scribes, Phariſees,and Mercenaries,and other ſuch, flatter, 
inſtructing and giving licence tothe people,and to themſelves, 
to c- te the bloud of Beaſts, and things ſtrangled, cleane contra- 
ry to the word of God aforeſaid, doing defpight and grieving 
the holy Spirit ; And they wreſt the word of God, in bringing 
Objcaions fallly applyed, to give libertie to their diſordinate 
and devilliſh appetite; as that which Chriſt faith,Matth.15.1 r. 
But this Chapter being read throughout, and well confidered, 
you ſhall finde, that it doth no way agree to overthrow, or 
makevoyd, the Ordinancethat God madeby his Apoſtles; For 
Jeſus Chriſt concludes fo in the 20. verſe of the faid Chapters 
But. to eat with unwaſhen hands, defileth not a man ; Even ſo the 
Apoſtle by the Spiric of Chriſt in Rom. 14. 1.. to the 21. &-t 
Cor. 8.1. unto the 12. and 10 Cor. the whole Chapter, Revel.t. 
14.20.1 Tim. 4. 1,2,3, 4,5. T##s 1. 15, You ſce there, that the 
Apoſtle doth nor ſpeak nor underſtand bloud,or things ftrang- 
Jed, but ſpeaks and.underſtands thoſe kinds. of. polluted Beaſts 
forbidden in the old Teſtament ; And alſo when Jeſus Chritt 
concludes inMatthew.,as is before alledged,he was then in Fudea, 
and ſpeaking to theFewes, and to his Diſciples that were Fews. 
Now inall 7ugea, there were none that cate the bloud of beaſts 
ſtrangled ; this-was an abomination to them, neither was there 
any mention made of it, but they obſervedexad&ly, that which 
God had rorbidden-cheitbefore #iVYw.and intheLaw. Wee 
may ſee clearly by theſe Obje&ions, that the Rabbies, Scribes, 
Phariſces, Mercenaries, and abuſers, are by themſelves wrong. 
107: Y 
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underſtood, alledged, and applyed ; and alſo a generall Com-- 
mand, cannot make*'voyd an exprefle particular Commande- 
ment, ſo often reitefated in the holy Scripture. Alſo it is ſaid, 
P ſal. 116. 11, Ro y 4. All men are lyars ; Jeſus Chriſt is true 
Man ; he is not therefore a lyar as the reſt of men are, but is the 
fountaine and ſpring ofall truth. 

Now the Apoſtle Paul doth admoniſh us to follow and obey 
the ordinances of God, when he ith ; Therefore Brethren, ſtand 
faſt, hould the traditions which yee bave been taught,whither by word, 
or our Epiſtle, 2 The. 2. 15. And in another place ; For I have not 
ſhunned to declare unto you the whole Counſell of God, As 20. 27. 
And Teſus Chriſt, the King of Kings, and Lord of Lords, and 
high Pricft, ſaith expreſly, Matth.28. 20. Teaching them ts 0b- 
ſerve all things, what ſoever I have commanded you: Chriſt would- 
nothin that wee ſhould change: or make new Commandc- 
ments; for he reſerves to himſelte the maſtery and. ſoveraignty 
OVET Us. 

The Doors and Miniſters,. as well of one ſe& as another, 
commend the reading of the Bible to the people; But chey will 
have every one to unde ſtand the Propheins and divine Ordi- 
nances, according.to their fa]ſeExpolitions ; and notaccord- 
ing to.the Text ; by which meanes they make the people erre, 
and.cauſe the people.to ſpeake ill of the word of God. But heare 
whar Tſaiab.ſaith ; Should not a people ſeek unto their God, to the 
Law, and to the Teſtimony, if they ſpeake not according to this word, 
it is becauſe there is no light in them, Iſai. $8.20. And Chriſt faith, 
They have Ms ſes, andthe Prophets, let them beare them, Luk. 16. 29. 
Wee muſt then neceſſarily belicve, without doubt, the Divine 
Ocacles,and Commandements, and Ordinances of God, and of 
Chriſt, pronounced by the Prophets and Apoſtles, word for 
word, as-they arc written in the 01d and new. Teſtament; and 
underſtand them according_-to the literall ſence,withour either 
adding or diminiſhing ; for every word of God is purified ; 
and it is a Buckler to them that hope therein. Adde not to bis 
words, leaſt thou be reproved, and be found a lyar', Prov. 30. 5, 6. 
Pal. 12.7, Deur. 4. 2. & 12. 32, Revel. 22. 18, 19. Jer. 26. 2, 
Alſo the Propheſies were accompliſhing from time to time; 
and {hall bz accomplithing untill the end of times and peciod 
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of this world. Heare therefore what the holy Spiric faith ; 
For the viſi0n is yet for an appointed time, but at the end it ſball ſpeake, 
aud'not lye; Though it tarry, wait jor it , becauſe it will ſurely come, 
it will not tarry, Hab. 2. 3, 4 For yet 4 little-while, and he that ſhall 
come, will come, and will not tarry, Now the juſt ſhall live by faith; 
But if any man. draw backe, my ſoule (hall have no pleaſure in him : 
But wee are not of them w50 draw backe to perditivn: but of them that 
believe, to the ſaving of the ſole, Heb. 10. 36, 37,38, 39. For there- 
it is the righteouſneſſe of God-revealed from faith to faith, Rom. 1. . 
17.-1Pet. 1. 22,23. And.truly, the Preachers, DoCtors , Ma- 
ters, Superintendents, Bilhops, Scribes, Pharitees, Hypocrites, 
Mercenaries; ought to blulh for ſhame, to contradid& the holy 
Spirit in his Word; to wit, the Prophelies, as afore-alledged, 
and to change the Commandements,and Ordinances of Chriſt, 
and of his Apoſtles. They preſume .to be wiſe, bur are fooles; 
to ſee, but ar. blind ; for.give eare to what God ſaith of them : 
How dee yee ſay, wee are wiſe,, and the Law of the Lord is with us ; 
Loe, certainly in vaine made he it ; the pen of the Scribe is in vaine z 
the wiſe men are aſhamed, they are diſmayed and taken ; Toe they 
. have rejefted the word of the Lord ; and what wiſdome is in them, 
Jer. 8.8, 9, 10. 21. The Apoſtles believed all that was written 
in the Prophets ; witnefſe Saint Paul, ſaying ; But this I confeſſe 
unto thee, that after the way which they call hereſte , ſo worſhip T the 
- God of my fathers ; believing all things which are written in the Law, 
and the Prophets, As 24. 14. Note this well, and hearken tor 
you L. and R. Miniſters, Mercenaries, ( except thoſe which are 
humble and meecke, fubmitting to the Spiric, and the word of 
God, and believing the Prophets ) will yee be wiſer then the 
/Apoſtle,.that yee deſpiſe the Prophefies of the old and new 
. Feftament ? yee wrefſt and make falſe Gloſſes and Explications 
upon them. And yee make a mocke of thoſe which by the grace 
of God are undeceived, who believe in lincerity, and out ofa 
pure Conſcience;the Propheſtes of the holy Spirit, pronounced 
by the mouths of his faithfull ſervants the Prophets and Apo- 
fles ; and you cry them up inthe fleſh, for Inncvators, fanta- 
ſiques, fooles, and mad-men ; and that they would introduce 
*new DoCrine : But you are cheaters, coggers, lyars, you doe 
ithrow your filth il infamie upon the innocent and faithfull 
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ſervants of God, and witneſſes of Jeſus Chriſt ; you are full of 
the vanity of this world, and full of falſe doftrine' and hn. 
mane wiſdome ( the which is folly before God ) wh ch yee 
have learned in the Academies, and Univerſities. And if you 
doe not repent in-this time of grace, you and your adherents 
ſhall be all confounded before God, and his Angels. Wee heare 
and fee how the good and jult God viſits the world with great 
troubles, becauſe they are not well inſtrufted by the Miniſters, 
Teachers, ſent and callcd, and put forward by men, and not of 
God; for ifthey were ſent and called of God, as were the Pro- 
phers of eſis Chriſt, as the Apoſtlcs, they would immediatly 
be induced with the holy Spirit , which would ſeale their Cal- 
ling, as Letters patents confirmed unto them ; Then wee ſhould 

erceive from them that which Jeſus Chriſt ſpeakes; And theſe 


- ſignes ſhall follow them that believe, in my Name ſhall they caſt out 


Devils ; they ſhall ſpeake with new tongies ; they ſhall take tip Ser 
pents ; and if they drinke any deadly thing, it ſhall not hurt them ; they 


ſhall lay hands on the ficke, and they fhall recover, Marke 16.17, 18... 


The Popes, Cardinals, Biſhops, Priefts, the Miniſters, L.and R, 
and other Sc&s, are they ſent from God, let them prove their 
_ Calling by theſe paſſages; and let them ſhew their unfained - 
faith by theſe paſſages,recited in St. Marke. They will tell you, -. 
it is accompliſhed in the ſecond Chapter of the 4s, and after- 


wards by the Apoſtles; And thar in theſe times thereis no more - 
necd of fignes and miracles. "All ſuch and ſuch like objeQions - 


, made by them, is but as duſt caſt into the eyes of their Audi- 
tors, to blind them che more : It is therefore an evident figne 
that they are Mercenaries, not ſent of God;nor of Chriſt ; And + 
that they havenor an operating faith in gocd workes, power, 
and vertue from the holy Spiric ; the which they never have 
had, nor taſted. Heare what the Lord Jeſus Chriſt faith ; If yee 
bad faith as a graine of Muſtard-ſeed, yce might ſay to this Sycomore 
Tree, Be thouplucked up by the root, and be thou planted in the Sea, .. 
and it ſhould obey you, Luke 17.6. Likewiſe the ſame placein Saint 
Mattkew 17.1 4, 15, 16, 17, 18,19, 20. But theſe have a pecu- 
niary, worldly, and carnall faith ; The Apoſtlesand holy men 
after them in the primitive Church , receiving the holy Spirit, 
ſpakeall forts of Languages at the.very moment, and very in- 
3 {fant, | 
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. Pant, the holy Spirit gave them utterance to magnifie the mar- 
vailous workes of the Lord, and to preach the Goſpel to all 
Nations. But theſe aforcſaid Rabbies, hewing the Latine, flay- 
ing the Hebrew, gnawing the Greeke, which they have learned 
in their young yeares, wich great coſt, labour, and paines, in 
Schooles, Academies, and Univerſities. -Bur let us take hold, 
and faſten our ſelves upon the promiſes of Chriſt, -in Marke 16. 
\ . T6, 17, 18. Ir is not there ſaid, nor in any other place,that the 
fignes, miracles, vertues, and gifts of rongues given by the holy 
Spirit, ſhould ceaſe after the Apoſtles ; But it is ſaid ; And theſe 
fignes ſhall follow thoſe that have believed, And in Foh. 14. 12. hee 
ſpeakes there with a double oath ; Verily, verily , I ſay unto you, 
bee that believeth on mee, the workes that T doe ſhall he doe alſo, and 
greater workes then theſe ſhall be doe , becauſe I goe unto my father : 
Hee doth not herelimic the time, nor the perſons of his time; 
Bur he ſpeakes'in-generall,and his word and promiſes are firme 
and trueunto the cnd of the world, and for ever. Obſerve this 
well, Illuſtrious Princefle, and all others. Moreover , in Saint 
Fobn 17. 20. Chriſt ſaith ; Neither pray I for theſe alon2 , but for 
them alſo which ſhall believe on mee through their word. Likewiſe in 
the Epiſtle of Saint Fames, Chap.5 13, 14, 15. Itis ſaid; Is any 
among you affited, let bim pray ? Is any merry, let him ſing Pſalmes ? 
Is any ficke amongf you, let him call for the Elders of the Church, and 
let them pray over them , anoynting them with oyle in the Name of the 
Lord : And the prajer of faith ſhall ſave the ficke ; and the Lord ſhall 
raiſe him up, and if he have committed finnes , they ſhall be forgiven 
them. The true Miniſters ſent from God will not contradiCt 
the Propheſies, Statutes, Commandements, and Ordinances of 
God, ot his Chriſt, and of the holy Spirit, pronounced by the 
month of his faichfull ſervants, the Prophets, and Apoftles, as 
Theſe here doe; And therefore God will viſit them 'in his 
wrath ( if they doenot amend } as the Prophet ſaith ; Bebold, I 
will ſling out the Inhabitants of the Land at this once, and will diftreſſe 
them, that they may finde it ſo, Jer. 10. 18. And further ; Thus 
ſaith the Lord ; Behold, I will lay ſt: mbling blockes before this people, 
end the fathers and the ſonnes together ſhall fall upon them ; the neigh- 
bour and his friend ſhall periſh, Jer. 6. 21. For all the unfaithfullſhall 
dye in their unfaithfulneſſe, Eſdr. 15. 34. Becauſe truth is gone a

29. Therefore give no more credit tv the feigned words and in- 
vention of men ; but heare what the Apoſtle faich ; But thougþ 
To's or an Angel frem heaven preach any other Goſpel unto yuu , then 
that which we have preached unto you, let him be accurſed. As we ſaid 
before,ſo ſay I now againe; If any man preach any other Goſpel un- 
t6 you, thenthat yee have received, let him be accurſed, Cal. 1.8, 9g. 
"Note well, Received : And there are alſo many other things which 
Teſus did ; the which if they ſhould be written every one. I fuppoſe that 
even the world it ſelfe could not cuntaine the bookes that ſhould be writ= 
ten, Joh. 21.25. Asif he had ſaid; But God would not charge 
us With ſuch a great quantity of Commandments and books, 
' but hath given us as many as are ncceſlary for our ſalvation; 
therefore wee ought to be contented with them ; wee ought 
therefore to caſt away all Gloſſes,Sermon-vooks,Catechiſmes, 
Traditions, and ordinances of men ; and tv keepe our (clves 
_onely to the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt,and to the old Teſtament of 
Moſes and the Prophets, and to believe and obey them. Behold, 
to obey is better then ſacrifice, and to hearken then the fat of Rams; 
for rebellion is as tbe fin of witchcraft, and ſtubbornneſſe is as iniqui*y 
and'Idolatry, 1 Sam. 15. 22. Wee muſt be very caretull therefore 
'Mm adding or diminiſhing any thing to the Word of God : As 
Teſus Chriſt faith ; The Scriptures cannot be broken, Joh. 10. 35. 
And Moſes ſaith; You ſhall adde nothing to the ward which I command 
you, nor take any thing from it, Deut. 4. 2. & 12. 32. &* 28. 14. Joſ. 
1. 7. Prov. 36. 6, Fer. 26. 2. Revel. 2, 22.18, 19. And for Con- 
clufion, reade Col. 3.12, 13, 14, 15, 16. Eph. 6. 11. Fob. 12. 48, 
@* 6. 63. Heb. 4. 12. Mark. 16. 16. Prov. 13. 13. Wherefore wee 
ought to reverence, cheriſh, and obey the word of God ; Ir is 
our Judge, the true touchſtone ; for at the laſt wee thall be ap- 
proved of,according to our obedience to the Goſpcl : The Ca. 
rechiſmes, Sermon-books, Inſtitutions, Harmonics, Expoliti- ) 
ons, Prayer-bookes, and ſuch like feigned pietics and humane 
inventions, are unprofitable and abumination before Gud 
wee ought to inſtru& youth,men- ſervants, and maid-ſervants, 
by the pure, holy,and living mm of God ; and nat our of the
